Strikers Return to Work 


Boston. March H.—Boston's 
great 


Industrial strike, which directly and 
Indirectly kept over 4U,ooo working- 
men out of work four days,' was otn- 
clally det-lun-d oil at 10 o'clock last 
night.

. ford Railroad ordered Its freight hun- 
,-dlers to unload the team's of this llrm. 
Thc trouble had extended to more than 
a score of Industries. • To-day It It 
settled nnd the strikers tlnd .them- 
selves exactly wherr tliey wore two 
months ago. 


That the civic federation has been 


an enormoiiH factor In the settlement 
of till* strike cannot be denleil. From 
the 
moment Mr. liasley arrived in 


Boston the atmosphere began to clear, 
and by 1 p. m. nlTalrs hart assumed 
such n favorable aspect tlmt n pre- 
diction was made tl-nt It would be the 
last day of the trouble.
